second, nobody counted on 
their opponents rising to the 
occasion. Tag teams wrestle at 
their best against Duncum and 
Patera. Billy Robinson and Baron 
Von Raschke agreed that they 
never wrestled better than they 
did against Duncum and Patera. 





“We never worked so hard in 
our lives," Robinson recalls. 
“We prepared for this match as if 
it was the most important ever. 
In a way, it was. You get sloppy 
against either Patera or Duncum 
and your career could be over. 
When your opponents play for 
keeps, so must you. I’ve never 
been more prepared for a match 
in my life. 

“You know something 
strange? They weren't as tough 
as | thought they'd be. Even 
taking into consideration how 
we were so well prepared, they 
weren't that tough. They're 
missing something; | wish | 
could put my finger on it. All | 
know is that they should be 
tougher than they are. 

“I think they know that, too. 
l've seen them in later matches. 
They're getting rougher. They're 
beginning to take themselves 
more seriously. The tag team is 
beginning to jell, beginning to 
approach what it can become. If 
Heenan can light a fire under 
them, no one will be safe." 

Can Heenan light a fire under 
them? No one knows. Even 
Heenan, usually ready to brag at 
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a moment's notice, is strangely 
quiet. He seems to be as angry as 
anyone over his team's failure to 
be immediate champions and 
he's determined to do 
something about it. However, it 
seems he doesn't know what 
to do. 

Duncum and Patera aren't 
talking about it, either. Heenan 
has ordered them to avoid the 
press. There will be no 
comments until Heenan 
removes the gag order. He 
doesn't want any quarrels to be 
displayed in public. 

His team's failure is enough

As Koloff prepares to 
smash another foot into II's 
body, the masked wrestler 
lunges with his arms out- 
stretched, gripping his 
opponent and pulling him off 
balance. Now it is Koloff's 
turn to hit the mat. 
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According to Koloff, the fact that Mr. Wrestling Il is now campaigning in Florida 
clearlv indicates that the Russian is' the superior man. Mr. Wrestling II, the 
reigning Florida champion, savs he is verv willing to accept another 


Koloff challenge. 


Rolling Koloff over onto 
his stomach, II applies 
pressure to the sensitive 
spinal area of the Russian. A 
horrifying shriek is heard in 
the arena, and a grim look of 
Satisfaction is detectable 
underneath II’s mask. 

Koloff recoils in anger, and 
the action spills out of the 
ring. IF has regained his 
strength and his senses, 
however, and is the first to 
strike. Grabbing Koloff by 
the back of the neck, II slams 
the Russian’s. head into the 
steel cornerpost. Koloff 
collapses onto the floor, 
nearly unconscious. 

Mustering together just 
enough strength to rise to his 
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feet, Koloff opens his weary 
eyes to see II standing 
triumphantly in the ring, his 
arms raised in victory. 
Angered by the sight, Koloff 
charges his prey, but is too 
slow as II dodges out of the 
way and again Koloff’s head 
meets a cornerpost. 

Mr. Wrestling II is tired. 
Sweat pours down his body, 
and even his mask is 
drenched. His chest heaves 
as he quickly breathes in air 
and strength. 

Koloff climbs to the top 
turnbuckle, preparing to 
deliver a final, finishing 
blow to his opponent. II's 
senses are sharp, and as 
Koloff grabs II by the head, 





the masked man flips the 
Russian onto his back as the 
fans jump to their feet, 
cheering for II to complete 
the job. 

Again the action spills out 
of the ring. Koloff bodyslams 
II onto the concrete floor. II 
retaliates with another shot 
to the cornerpost, opening a 
cut on Koloff's forehead. The 
action reaches a frenetic 
pace until... 

Ten! The referee has 
counted both men out of the 
ring. With a smirk on his 
face, Koloff retreats to the 
safety of his dressing room. 
Mr. Wrestling II remains 
behind for a moment to drink 
in the accolades of the crowd. 

Back in his dressing room, 
Koloff was pleased with the 
results of the match, despite 
the ruling of the referee. 

“That imperialist scum of 
an American dog,’ Koloff 
snarled, "there is no reason 
for him to be able to continue 
in wrestling the way he is 
today. He deserves to be 
erased from the face of 
the earth.

to be published. 
What was he like as a child? What 
is his family like? How did he get 
into wrestling? What are his 
interests? What kind of women 
does he like? Everybody knows 
Tommy Rich, the wrestler. But 
what do we know of his private 
life? Until just recently, very little. 
Wrestling is the most revealing 
of all sports. Two men climb into a 
ring with nothing more than their 
wrestling tights and boots. It’s 
muscle against muscle, mind 
against mind, heart against heart.
